 Facilitate the exchange of information between dietitians, the Commission on Dietetic 

Registration of the Academy of Nutrition and Dietetics or its successor organization, the Board 

and the Executive Officer; 

 Provide recommendations to the Board and the Executive Officer concerning regulations or 

practices that affect licensees, review disciplinary actions, appeals, denials or revocations of 

licenses and terms of the suspension or reinstatement of licenses; and  

 Advise the Board and the Executive Officer on issues relating to dietetics if requested. 

 

The Nevada State Board of Health is responsible for appointing members and creating and overseeing the 

duties of the Group. Four members are licensed dietitians. One position is reserved for the general public.  

A licensed dietitian is being sought to fill a licensed dietitian vacancy.    

 

The term is four years with meetings at least once a year and also as called by the Chair of the Advisory 

Group or at the direction of the Board of Health or the Division of Public and Behavioral Health.  There 

is no compensation for serving on the Group and meetings are possible to attend by teleconference.
